“FACTS INDEED” 
In a frantic attem pt to defend the Gross Income Tax which 
has been denou nced by the leg islatu res and cou rts in other 
states and condemned in principle by the United States Su ­ 
preme Cou rt, the Indiana Democratic State Central Commit­ 
tee has issu ed a six teen pag e booklet entitled, “Facts.” It is so 
fu ll of conflicting statem ents th at it can leav e no lasting im­ 
pressions if a proper analy sis is g iv en. 
It starts by attem pting to say why the Gross Income Tax 
was passed. It contends th at the State g ov ernment was “broke” 
at the time th at the present adm inistration went into office, 
whereas the records in the Au ditor of State’s office as of De­ 
cember 31st, 1932, show a balance in all fu nds of $17 ,76 2,27 7 .65 . 
Of cou rse the state had no debt, as it can not hav e u nder pro­ 
v isions of ou r constitu tion. It claims th at the 1933 Democratic 
leg islatu re passed the Gross Income Tax law, bu t failed to add 
th at the same leg islatu re took the emerg ency clau se ou t of the 
1932 Repu blican enacted tax lim itation law and the tax pay ers 
throu g h the state hav e been fig hting tax lev ies ev er since. Bu t 
the comedy arises when they attem pt to ex plain to the pu blic 
who pay s the tax . 
The method u sed is a q u estion and answer prog ram, some 
of which do not look so well when placed tog ether rather th an 
in different parts of the book. For instance, they ask the q u es­ 
tion, “does the poor m an hav e to pay Gross Income Tax ?” 
and answer by say ing th at “he pay s only one per cent abov e 
his income ov er $1,000,” illu strating th at if he made $100.00 
per m onth, he wou ld pay a $2.00 annu al tax . This is followed 
by a similar q u estion, “how mu ch tax does a m an earning $19.00 
week for fifty -two weeks in the y ear hav e to pay ?”, answered 
by say ing , “a m an earning $19.00 a week pay s no tax .” Con­ 
nect these two q u estions and answers with another appearing 
later in the pam phlet which reads, “why do not more m er­ 
chants pass on the tax ?” answered by say ing , “the tax actu ally 
is passed on by ev ery m erchant becau se he pay s it as he m u st 
pay all of his other costs ou t of money his cu stomers hav e paid 
to him .” Of cou rse one or the other of these “facts” is not' a

AGAINST SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 
The medical profession is wagin g a determ in ed 
fight again st the en croachm en t of socialized 
medicin e. While the idea of socialized medicin e 
is n ot n ew, its cau se has been rev iv ed du rin g 
the depression period as has th a t of other ex ­ 
perim en tal an d u n sou n d ideas. 
The scheme was attackèd at the recen t m eet­ 
in g of the In dian a State Medical Association 
recen tly by Dr. J. H. J. Upham of Colu mbu s, 
Ohio, presiden t-elect of the American Medical 
Association . He declared th a t it is a dan ger­ 
ou s ex perim en t in light of pu blic ben efaction , 
becau se it will ten d to lower the stan dards of 
the. medical practice. 
More real progress has been made in the past 
few y ears in the fin er poin ts of su rgery an d 
treatm en ts of v ariou s diseases than in an y other 
on e period, aided by the ben efits of modern sci­ 
en ce. Social medicin e, it is claimed, wou ld erase 
the adv an cem en t made an d brin g medical prac­ 
tice to a v irtu al stan dstill so far as fu rther 
progress is con cern ed. 
The close relation ship between doctor an d pa­ 
tien t wou ld be lost as wou ld be the in cen tiv e of 
reward an d repu tation th a t has been the com­ 
petitiv e force th at has spu rred the profession on 
to greater achiev emen ts. 
If it is the gen eral opin ion th at the cost of 
medical care is too high, then it seems th at some 
other measu res shou ld be brou ght to bear to re­ 
du ce the cost within the reach of the families 
of lesser mean s. This alon e prov ides a poor ex ­ 
cu se for socialized medicin e an d its threat to 
the stan dards of the profession .
